NEw YORK, April 5.—The big elephant Pilot, 
which, until the appearance of Jumbo, was the 
largest beast in Barnum, Hutchinson & Bailey’s 
show, was chained last evening, as his keeper ex- 
plained it, “fore and aft,” in his quarters in the 
Madison Square Garden, and the employes made 
a wide distance in passing the surly brute. The 
cause of Pilot’s close imprisonment was a demon- 
stration of viclousness which nearly resulted in 
the killing of Trainer Wm. Newman. Pilot has 
never been thoroughly subdued, anda strict watch 
on his movements has been kept atall times by 
the employes of the show. Hecame near killing 
Wm. Cross, who brought him from Europe, before 
leaving Liverpool last fall. He had a fight with 
another elephant in the winter quarters of the 
show at Bridgeport. He is a massive beast with long 
ugly-looking tusks. In the speing season the male 


elephants always become reckless, and a spirit 
insubordination has been developing in Pilot for 
several days, which yesterday morning broke out 
in allitsforees. At about 8o’clock Pilot and Al- 
bert and mtd ag the female elephant, were taken 
to the trough onthe Twenty-sixth street side of 
the garden, opposite their stalls, to drink.

The beams torming 
these posts were sixteen inches square, and they 
were firmly braced both above and below. As 
soon as the fight began Mr. Newman, the trainer 
in charge, hurried to the spot, and by vigorously 
beating Pilot succeeded in driving him back to 
his stall and chaining both his fore feet to the 
floor. While this was being done the elephant 
stood with 
HIS TRUNK AND TAIL UPLIFTED 

and his huge ears spread wide open, but he made 
no effort to resist the chains. As Mr. Newman 
arose, however, after securing the brute, Pilot 
made a lunge at him with his head and struck him 
in the mouth with his tusk, breaking one of the 
upper teeth and loosening the others and knock- 
ing the trainer half senseless to the floor. Pilot 
made a second blow at him with his trunk, just 
touching his cheek, which still shows the mark 
of the blow, and then seeing Newman's hat, 
which had dropped from his head as he fell, 
the elephant vented his rage on this, tearing 
it to shreds in his mouth in an instant and then 
stamping on it viciously. Newman rose in a dazed 
condition and staggered away. Wiih the exce 
tion of the injury to his teeth he was fortunate M 
not badly hurt. It was decided by Mr. Astingstall 
that Pilot must not be taken into the ring to-day 
and that it would be unsafe to remove Gypsy an 
Fritz, a young elephant to whom he bas shown a

FIVE MONTAS IN A DORY. 


The Astonishing Voyage of — 
Crossed the Pacitic in a Cockle-Shell. 
From the Queensland Chronicle. 

On the 18th of August, 1882, Bernard Gil- 
foy, anative of Buffalo, N. Y., left the port 
of San Franeisco, bound “ona voyage of 
— to Australia. The craft on Which 

e sailed was a dory, 19 feet long, 6 feet 
beam, a depth of 2 feet 6 inches and a regis- 
ter of two tons. Gilfoy was the only pas- 
senger, and started with the determination 
of 6 the unparalle ed feat of cross- 
ing the Pacific single-handed in a common 
sailing boat. The cutter, for she was little 
more, was named the Pacific, and was cover- 
ed in all over, with the exception of a couple 
of hatches, one amidships and one aft. 
fore part was used mostly for the water 
casks, which were filled with salt water as 
the fresh was used up and the after part was 
used as kitchen, ca in and sleeping-room. 
He crossed the line on September 29. His 


1 discomfort, he said, had been the 


familiar habits of the sharks, which 
every night came thumping the boat with 
their ugly snouts. To rid himself of them 
he made a harpoon out of a boat-hook and 
succeeded in renderiug them so shy that by 
propping up his shirt at night ina piace 
where he usually sat by day he was enabled 
to take his rest comparatively undisturbed. 
On the 14th of December, being then to the 
south of the Friendly Isles,a heavy sea 
broke over the boat and capsized her. He 
went backward into the water, and it was 
only by an hour’s hard work, with the aid of 
a “floating anchor,” that he was enabled to 
right the dory. No sooner was she righted 
than another heavy sea capsized her a sec- 
ond time. Again he righted her and passed 
the night in bailing and the day in making 
things as ship-shape as possible. By the 20th 
of December he had got things under way 
again and was enjoying pleasant weather, 
when the boat was pierced by a swordfish. 
On Christmas Day he found himself near 
Hunter Island, a barren rock, with all his 
instruments gone and nothing left of his pro- 
visions except twelve pounds of corned 
meat, two quarts of alcohol and fifteen 


galions of water. He then tried to 
make for New Caledonia, but the wind and 
current were against him, and on the 14th of 


January he ate the last of his meat. Two 


days after he lost his rudder and had to rig a 


makeshift, and from that time on he had to 


subsist on whatever fish he caught or birds 


he shot. On the 20th of January he ate his 
last cooked meal, a bird singed over a heap 


of broken matches, and after that he sucked 
the barnacies which valanced the boat. 
Then the days came in which he knew noth- 


ing and cared nothing, steering aimlessly 
here and there. 

Just as the last hope had fled he sighted 
the Alfred Vittery on Monday, January 29, 
bound for Maryborou h. TheVitterysaw him, 
and in a few minutes after Gilfoy was saved. 
He was then but 160 miles off Sandy Cape, 
and after being fed told the singular story of 


an extraordinary feat so nearly accom-
